Name of St. Louis Means Much 
to Every One of French 
Blood, Visitor Declares. 


ARSHAL FOCH, before 
Moeaving Kansas City last 

night, sent the following 
telegram of greeting to Mayor 
Kiel and the St. Louis Reception 
Committee: 

“Please convey my warmest 
expressions of regard to the peo- 
ple of your splendid city and ex- 
press to them the great pleasure 
it will give me to see them to- 
morrow.

4. (And by far the most important 
of all.) Of conducting the training 
of specially selected citizens to serve 
as o*ficers ofthe troops that we shall 
draw from our civil population on 
the outbreak of hostilities. 


Can Get Men Quickly. 

There will undoubtedly be an im- 
mediate movement to reduce the 
number of officers now in the regu- 
lar army. There are not now enough 
for the purposes recited. The project 
reveals the sort of economy that 
would cut off an arm to save @he 
cost of a coat sleeve. 

We shall not need enough soldiers 
to give every Lieutenant on the pay- 
rolls a platoon to play with, and our 
war experience discloses that we can 
dispense ~with toys. We can get men 
quickly, and if we have officers we 
can train them as effectively as 
though we had had them for years. 
Rut we cannot get officers after the 
outbreak of war, and so, of course, 
we must provide them before. 

We cannot switch American indus- 
trial production to the uses of war 
in a twelvemonth. So we must main- 
tain tn peace a sufficient provision of 
military supplies to serve the first 


year of war, and we must locate it

Also, the organization of our War 
Department is utterly unsuited to the 
purpose of converting the enormous 
industrial resources of the nation to 
warlike uses.

Your failure to make 
this fight will mean that you have 
not only surrendered your leader- 
ship as Governor in this matter, but 
by the same act you will have abdi- 
cated your leadership in favor of the 
Old Guard all along the line.’ They 
have set a trap for you, and you 
must not permit yourself to be 
caught in it.”” In conclusion, I said: 
“They say they will support your re- 
form program. What assurance 
have you that, having defeated you 
in this your first big fight, they. will 
not turn on you and defeat your 
whole legislative program? As Gov- 
ernor, you have the power to lead 
us to a great victory in this vital 
matter. Exercise it now, and opin- 
ion throughout the State will strong- 
ly and enthusiastically support you. 
You have but to announce your wil- 
lingness to lead and the people of 
the State will rally to your standard. 
The fight, in any event, will be 
made, and we wish you to lead it. 
This is really the first step to the 
presidency. That is what is really 
involved. Not only the people of 
New Jersey but the people of Amer- 
ica are’interested in this fight. They 
are clamoring for leadership, and I 
am sure you are the man to lead, 
and that you will not fail.” 

When the Governor-elect rose to 
leave my office, he turned to me and 
asked, still in a noncommittal man- 
ner, whether in my opinion we could 
win the fight in case he should’ de- 
cide to enter upon it. I at once as- 
sured him that while the various 
political machines of the State would 
oppose him at every turn, their so- 
called organizations were made of 
cardboarm and that they would im- 
mediately disintegrate and fall the 
moment he assumed leadership and 
announced that the fight ‘was on.

Backfire Against the Machine. 

We were convinced that in the 
great body of organization Demo- 
crats there were many fine men who 
resented this attempt of the bosses 
to force Jim Smith again on the 
party and that there were many who 
silently wished us success, although 
they were not free to come to our 
side in open espousal. Thus we be- 
gan patiently to build our backfire in 
the ranks of the Democratic organi- 
zation itself, to unhofse the Essex 
boss. 

The first thing to cakry out the 
program was a visit paid to the sick 
room of the Democratic boss of the 
Hudson wing, Bob Davis, who lay 
dangerously ill in his modest home 
on Grove street, Jersey City. The 
visit itself of the Governor-elect to 
the home of the stricken boss had ‘th 
marked psychological effect in con- 
ciliating and winning over to our side 
the active party workers in the Da- 
vis machine. To many of the privates 
in the ranks the boss was a Veritable 
hero, and they witnessed with pleas- 
ure the personal visit ef the new 
Governor-elect to the boss at his 
home and looked upon it as a genu- 
ine act of obeisance and deference to 
their stricken leader. They thought 
this a generous and a big thing to do, 
and so it naturally turned their sym- 
pathies to the Governor-elect. It 
gave further proof to them that the 
man elected Governor was not “high- 
browish” or inclined to fight unless 
he had previously laid all his cards 
on the table. We also realized that 
to have ignored the boss would have 
been to give strength and comfort to 
the enemy and so0 we deliberately 
set out to cultivate his friends in a 
spirit of honorable and frank deal- 
ing. 

The visit to the boss was a part of 
this plan. The meeting between 
these two men—one, the Governor- 
elect and until recently the president 
of Princeton; the other, a Democrat- 
io boss, old and battle-scarred—in 
the little sick room ofthe humble 
home, was a most interesting affair 
and at times a most touching and 
pathetic one. Both men were frank 
in dealing with each other. There 
was no formality or coldness in the 
meeting. The Governor-elect quick- 
ly placed the whole situation before 
the boss, showing how the Demo- 
cratic party had for many years ad- 
vocated the very system—the eleo- 
tion of United States Senators by the 
people—that the Democratic bosses 
of the State were now attacking and 
repudiating. Briefly, he sketched the 
disastrous effects upon our party and 
its prestige in the State and the na- 
tion if a Democratic Legislature 
should be the first, after advocating 
it, to cast it aside in order to satisfy 
the selfish ambition and vanity of 
one of the Old Guard. 

Boss Davis’ Gauntlet. 

In a sincere, manly fashion, so 
characteristic of him, Boss Davis 
then proceeded to state his case.

WooDROW WILSON’S CHAL- 
LENGE TO THE BOSSES. 
The question who should 0be 


chosen by the incoming Legislature 
of the State to occupy the seat in 
the Senate of the United States 
which will presently be made va- 
cant by the expiration of the term 
of Mr. Kean is of stich vital im- 
portance to the people of the State, 
both as a question of political 
good faith and as a question of 
genuine representation in _ the 
Senate, that I feel constrained to 
express my own opinion with re- 
gard to it in terms which cannot: 
be misunderstood.“ I had hoped 
that it would not be necessary for 
me to speak, but it Is. 

I realize the delicacy of taking 
any part in the discussion of the 
matter. As Governor of New Jer- 
sey I shall have no part in the 
choice of a Senator. Legally speak- 
ing, it is not my duty even to give 
advice with regard to the cholce. 
But there are other duties besides 
legal duties. The recent cam- 
paign has put me in an unusual 
position. I offered, if elected, to 
be the political spokesman and ad- 
viser of the people. I even asked 
those who did not care to make 
their choice of Governof upon that 
understanding not to vote for me. 
I believe that the choice was made 
upon that understanding, and I 
cannot escape the responsibility 
involved. I have no desire to es- 
cape it. It is my duty to say, with 
a full sense of the peculiar respon- 
sibility of my position, what I deem 
it to.be the obligation of the Legis- 
lature to do in this gravely im- 
portant matter. 

I know that the people of New 
Jersey do not desire James Smith 
Jr. to be sent again to the Senate. 
If he should be, he will not go as 
their representative. The only 
means I have of knowing whom 
they do desire to represent them is 
the vote at the recent primaries. 
where 48,000 Democratic voters, @ 
majority of the whole number whe 
voted at the primaries, declared 
their preference for Mr. Martine 
of Union County. For me that vote 
is conclusive. I think {t should 
be for every member of the Legis- 
lature. 

Absolute good faith in dealing 
with the people, an unhesitating 
fidelity to every principle avowed. . 
is the highest law of political mor- 
ality under & constitutional Gov- 
ernment. The Democratic party 
has been given a majority in the 
Legislature; the Democratic voters 
of the State have expressed their 
preference under a law advocated 
and supported by the opinion of 
their party, declared alike in plat- 
forms and in enacted law. It is 
clearly the duty of every Demo- 
cratic Legislator who would keep 
faith with the law of the State, 
with the avowed principles of his 
party, to vote for Mr. Martine. It 
is my duty to advocate his election 
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the State, the Govenor-elect was 
conferring nightly with members of 
the Legislature at the University 
Club in New York. From day to day 
could be observed the rising tide in 
favor of our cause, and slowly its ef- 
fect upon the members of the Legis- 
lature was made manifest. The first 
meeting in the Senatorial contest 
was held in Jersey City. As chair- 
man of the committee I had ar- 
ranged the details for this first 
speech of the Governor-elect. I had 
adopted a plan in making the ar- 
rangement that I felt would remove 
from the minds of the organization 
workers, to whom we desired to ap- 
peal, the idea that this was a revolt 
or secessionist movément in the 
ranks of the Democratic party.

The metropolitan dailies had sent 
their best men to write up the story 
and to give a “size-up” of the new 
.Governor-elect in fighting action. 
They were not disappointed. He was 
in rare form. His speech was filled 
with epigrams and witticisms that 
carried the fight home to those upon 
whom we were trying to make an 
impression. When he warned his 
leaders not to be afraid of the ma- 
chine which the bosses controlled he 
said, with biting irony: ‘‘We do not 


fear their fortresses (meaning the 
political machine) that frown and 
look down upon us from their shin- 
ing heights.” Smiling deprecatingly 
and waving his hand, he continued: 
“They are but made of pasteboard, 
and when you approach them they 
fall at your very touch.” 
Bosses Iikened to “Warts.” 

Ridiculing and belittling the pow- 
er of the bosses, he called them 
“warts upon the body politic.” “It 
is not,” said the new chief of de- 
mocracy, “a capital process to cut 
off a wart. You don’t have to go to 
the hospital and take an anesthetic. 
The thing can be done while you 
wait, and it is being done. The clin- 
ic is open and every man can wit- 
ness the operation.”’ 

The meeting was a triumph, and 
strikingly demonstrated the power of 
brain and fine leadership over 
brawn and selfish politics.

“Republican campaign textbooks,” 
said the chairman, “always set up 
the claim that prosperity is going to 
start the day after Republican suc- 
cess at the polls. The Republican 
high tariff policy is invariably her- 
alded as a sure cure for panics and 
depression. In the past few months, 
however, the development of phys- 
ical facts has been such as to bring 
about the most complete explosion 
of the high-tariff fallacy that ever 
occurred. The party has not dared 
to put its tariff system to the test 
amid the panicky conditions we have 
had since last winter. It seems to 
have put off the test indefinitely. 

Many Falsehoods Exploded. 

“People have been fed a vast 
amount of misrepresentation, misin- 
formation and falsehoods concern- 
ing the true record of the Democrat- 
ic administration, covering the pe- 
riod since 1918. Subsequent events 
and daily happenings have exploded 
a vast number of these falsehoods, 
which at one time were very dan- 
gerous.”’ 

Hull was asked to give his concep- 
tion of the job immediately ahead 
of him. 

“The important thing,” he said, 
“is to revive the party spirit. The 
committee is*going to exert every 
effort to pay off its debt of approx- 
imately $150,000.

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TAXING THE TAX EXEMPTS. 
During the consideration of tax revision in the) 


Senate recently the holders of tax-exempt securities | 
have been bitterly denounced as tax dodgers, whose | 
securities the Federal Government must reach in some 
manner. And since a long line of Supreme Court de- 
cisions forbids the taxing of the principal or income 
of the obligations of states and their political sub-_| 
divisions it is proposed to get at them through the 
Federal estate tax. 

Senator Walsh of Massachusetts has offered two! 
amendments to the estate-tax law designed to levy an | 
additional tax of 15 per cent on all such securities, | 
including those of the Federal Government. 

Admitting that the existence and constant increase 
of a class of tax-exempt investment property is an 
evil, it is the states and their methods of financing 
that have created it. The investing public is invited 
and induced to lend money to the states under a, 
promise of the states that their obligations shall be | 
free from all taxes. The states thus elect to forego) 
taxing for the immediate benefit of a lower rate of | 
interest, which may amount, in*some cases, to a dif-| 
ference of 21-2 or 3 per cent. | 

If the Federal Government proposes to levy a con-! 
siderable\ tax on these securities, upon the death of | 
the owner, one’ obvious result would be an increase 
in the rate at which states may borrow, reflected in| 
an added tax burden to meet the interest charges. 
And if the Federal Government may legally levy an 
additional! tax of 15 per cent upon them, it may levy 
a tax of 50 per cent or 100 per cent. As a matter of 
fact, the existing Federal estate-tax law now operates 
upon all property of a decedent, the tax-exempt and 
otherwise, upon the theory that it is a tax upon in- 
heritance. Clearly this is an indirect way of doing) 
that which the Federal Government cannot do in a’ 
direct way.

pilius, second King of Rome, there was 
perhaps an even greater peace offensive than 
the one we are to witness at Washington this 
month. 

“Numa reigned 700 years before Christ. He 
Saw the folly of war, and guessed the out- 
come. War destroyed Rome, as it had already 
destroyed Babylon, Persia, Egypt and Greece. 
Numa built a shrine to peace. It formed an en- 
trance to the Forum, and consisted of two par- 
allel arched gateways connected Dy sidewalks 
and furnished with gates. 

“Numa ordained that in time of peace these 
gates should be closed, setting forth that it 
would be a bad omen to close them upon absent 
Roman warriors. They were closed once in the 
700 years between his time and that of Augus- 
tus. That was in 325. In the time of Augustus 
they were closed three times. 

“Rome called this the shrine to Janus. That 
indicated what they thought of all peace move- 
ments, since Janus was the two-faced god of 
Roman mythology. Even Numa, who earnestly 
desired peace, knew how hypocritical every- 
body was about it. The shrine expressed his de- 
sire. and its name expressed his expectation. 

“The time 6f Numa was not unlike our own. 
Human nature was at least the same. Senator 
Borah thinks there is an organized propaganda 
to discourage our expectations of the Washing- 
ton conference. but that is not so. We are in 
the same state of mind Numa Pompilius was in 
when he built his shrine. He said: ‘This would 
be a fine thing, and I am going to do what I 
can for it. but since men are such hypocrites 
and the fellow who is seeking to cut your throat 
is loudest in his peaceful pretensions, I am so- 
ing to name the shrine after the biggest hype- 
crite among our gods.’ ‘Vide the fight on the 
League of Nations.) 

“Let Mr. Borah understand us quite fully. 
We hate war. We consider it preventable. We 
think it has beer preventable since the time of 
Numa. We think it has never been stopped be- 
cause it is the business of those who rule ug to 
exploit us on the field of battle. When did two 
peopies want to fight ome another? Never. 

“Does Mr. Borah know what will determine 
the consequences of the Washington confer- 
ence” Does he know whether our prayers or 
our greed shail prevail? Does he know whether 
what is there dome shall be done for the 
happiness and well-being of humankind or will 
it be dome in the interest of big business” 

“We wish we knew. We wish we could fee! 
that when the conference meets there will be 
no consideration before that of the right of bu- 
mankind to be rid of war and live in love and 
amity. 

“What is the Pacific problem’ Does it con- 
cern the peace and happiness of people in that 
part of the world or the conflicting movements 
to exploit them? 

“They were human beings who met at Ver- 
sailes” Are these gods who are to meet at 
Washington. or does peace loom brighter be- 
cause this conference happens to be managed 
by Repubiicansa’? 

“Tt is from Numa that we have numismbktica 
I am afraid he prefudiced the cause of peace 
when he invented money.”

Department of Agriculture, : who 
conducted the rcent milk survey | 
in St. Louis, this morning addressed 
a mass meeting at Vandervoort’s 
Auditorium which was called by the 
Citizens’ Milk Committee, spoke in 


part as follows: 

“The survey was made by special- 
ists of the department, who had had 
thorough training and broad expe- 
rience in similar surveys and in the 
study and improvement of milk sup- 
plies throughout the country. The 
survey was conducted in a. careful 
and thorough manner and covered 
all phases of the milk t"upply, includ- 
ing the producing dairies in the city, 
country stations, transportation, pas- 
teurization, bottling and  distribu- 
tion, together with chemical and 
bacteriological studies of the milk. 

“Conditions Unsatisfactory." 

“The department wishes to state 
that the sanitary conditions of the 
milk supply of St. Louis on the whole 
were unsatisfactory. This does not 
mean, nor did the report state, that 
all places producing or handling milk 
were insanitary. Considered as a 
general proposition, however, it is 
felt that the City of St. Louis can 
make marked improvement in ‘he 
purity and safety of the milk which 
is consumed by its citizens. 


“The department does not wish to 
sway public opinion one way or the 
other, believing that the question of 
further progress toward a more sat- 
isfactory milk supply rests entireiy 
with the people of St. Louis. In 
other words, the duestion of im- 
provements along these lines is con- 
sidered to be an internal affair in 
which the department feels it can 
take no active part. From a long 
and varied experience the specialists 
of the dep&rtment are of the opin- 
ion that there is no valid reason 
which will prevent St. Louis making 
satisfactory improvement in the san- 
itary conditions of the milk supply. 
Other cities have improved their milk 
supplies, working against fully as 
great obstacles as St. Louis will en- 
counter. As a further evidence of 
this it may be pointed out’ that some 
of the milk plants and sources of 
supply weer found to be in good con- 
ditiagn at the time the survey was 
made. This being the case it\is im- 
possible to see why other plants and 
agencies cannot improve their con- 
dition and raise their standard ac- 
cordingly. 

Need for Pastcurization. 

“The report points out thoroughly 
the need for proper pasteurization 
of milk under close and intelligent 
supervision. The Department of 
Agriculture believes that such a step 
is necessary to provide the fullest 
protection for the milk supply of a 
large city such as St. Louis. 

Safeguard to Public Health. 

“A tentative ordinance was sub- 
mitted with the report to serve as a 
guide in formulating milk legisla- 
tion. The department believes that 
it embodies the points necessary in 
the protection of the milk supply. 
There is no doubt that a sanitary 
milk supply is a safegyard to public 
hgalth and that it is a corollary of 
civic betterment.” 

A motion was passed to call a 
meeting of representatives of the va- 
rious civic organizations at which 
plans will be discussed to drous¢ 
public sentiment in favor of the ap- 
propriation of funds to enforce the 
milk ordinance and to aid in obtain- 
ing passage of amendments which 
have been introduced into the Board 
of Aldermen.

Supervisors Told That 68 Per Cent 
Have Less Than High School 
Education.

HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Nov. 3.— 
In an appeal for a definite teachers’ 
program to increase the efficiency 
of the profession in West Virginia, 
Robert Clark of the State Education 
Department, speaking yesterday at 
the annual conference of school su- 
perintendents and supervisors, said 
that 48 per cent of the teachers of 
West Virginia have no training above 
the eighth grade and 68 per cent 
have less than a high school educa- 
tion.

But you will 
soon begin to see the advantage of 
the change and you will be glad you 
made it. 

For example, if you have taken on 
the habit of putting everything off to 
the last minute, you are throwing 


away time and opportunity. 


While you are waiting for the last 
minute you are probably doing noth- 
ing. or surely nothing worth doing. 

Your mind is idle. Your hands 
are idle. All the time you are get- 
ting less and less fit, by reason of 
mental and physical stagnation, to 
tackle the job when the last minute 
comes and it must be done. 

Get rid of that habit, and put in its 
stead the habit of doing everything 
when its turn comes along, and 
sticking to it till it is finished. 

Remember about sticking to it. 
Don’t let your brain sag in the mid- 
die of a job. It works better if it 
works steadily. It loses power when 
it slows down, just as a locomotive 


loses power when it slows down. Your 


train of thought will be just as hard 
for you to start a second time asa 
train of freight cars is to the loco- 
motive. 

That habit of doing things prompt- 
ly will be just as dependable and just 
as certain as thg procrastination 
habit. It will cost not as much for 
its upkeep, and do a great deal bet- 
ter work. You will profit immense- 
ly by the substitution. 

Remember that your habits are 
always at. work; always on the job.

Many inexperienced young mothers 
are therefore afr:id to 
little one for fear of doing it some 
bodily injury, and for the same rea- 
son are very apt *o send post-haste 
for the doctor when baby is only car- 
rying out his natu-al inclinations 

The voice of a newly born infant 
is well developed, and the child 
should be allowed to cry lustily for 
heart. 
The eyes are expressionless ani dull 
in color, but are perfectly developed 
at birth, though sight—perce ption— 
must be cultivated. 


It is a mistake to pass the finger 
before baby's eyes, dangle objects in 
his line of vision and otherwise en- 
deavor to fix his attention. 


An infant’s vitality is of the high- 
est importance during the first few 
days and weeks of existence. It must 
Instead of this, many 
consumed with pride 
and curiosity in their first-born, 
place 
vital forces with the constant at- 
tention bestowed upon him. Because 
a healthy infant’s grasp is quite 
strong, father enjoys showing him 
off, as he would a pet curio. 


It is important to remember that 
baby’s spine consists almost entirely 
of cartilage, and that it can be bent 
and twisted in all directions. This 
spiral flexibility gradually becomes 
less as the child grows older, al- 
though it is always greater in chil- 
dren than in adults. 


There are no curves in an infant’s 
spine until the traction or pull of 
the muscles at the back of the neck 
as the child tries to raise his head 
begins to form the curve in this 
situation at about the fourth month 
of an infant’s life. The lumbar 
curve comes later when the child be- 
gins to walk. 

At three years of age the spine has 
already assumed a great change in 
many precocious children. Mothers 
who desire to maintain the straight 
artistic back in/ their little girls 
should guard especially against the 
over-use of the spinal muscles, and 
should not encourage the little one to 
sit up until the spine is sufficiently 
strong to support the -head. :
